-■'"Eitualism sLill ocuupios Uio lion's 
Bharo of public iittoiition in England. 
Tho cafiuislry of poliimics liaa bad full 
Bwing, and if anything is to bo dc~ 
ducted from the ouUpokon tone of tlio 
press and tho disputants generally, 
there is rongon lo hope that the con- 
troversy will pave tho way for religious 
reformation. Sophistry, bigotry HeliiB- 
matio horesioH, and sacerdotal nuini'i 
merics will receive their death blow, 
and mDob of that idolatrous eiiporstl- 
tion that pervades tho human heart in 
"matters epiritual will bo supplanted 
by Christianity more bone8t,nioro toler- 
ant, more pure and undofilod. The 
JBifihops, of course, take up tho cudgcds 
warmly, and meet with sharp robuflV. 
For inatanco, the Bishop of Salisbury 
attacks Lord Sidney Godolphin Os- 
-.borno tor afiSrming that an English 
clergyman was not a priest, and tho 
Spebtaior opens fire on tho Eight Eev. 
Ptelato in tho following sevoro and 
not altogether justifiablo terms : ' The 
Bishop declares that tho Church, by 
her Ordination Service, "justifies 
those who have been so ordained in 
believing that they have committed to 
thorn tho same; powers which tho 
priests of the rest of the Catholic 
Church, both in the East and West, 
have, evei: claimed as their inherit-" 
jlfifiWi Jn^. other* wordij the Bishop 
affirms that a man who tho day before 
w^si a' layman,- is by mere admission 
into a mystic caste invested with the 
power to forgive sins, to shut the gates 
of heaven, and to " call God as a sacri- 
fice to the altar." That is what 
priests " in the East and West" be- 
lieve, and what i ino hundred and 
ninctyNnino Englishmen in a thousand 
regard as blaspbemoui nonsense. If 
the Bishops can only Buccoed in 
making sacerdotalism instead of Bitu- 
alism the fr.ld of battle, they will uu- 
inteiilionally oilcct real good,' In the 
case of Bishop Colonso versus tho 
Trustees of tho Colonial Bishopric 
Fund, tho Master of tho Eolls [Lord 
Eomilly] gavo judgment in favor of 
tho plaintiff, and the Bishop is to have 
his arrears of salary, of which ho had 
been deprived by the so-callod Synod, 
presided ovor by Bishop Gray, owing 
no allegianoo to any recognized power 
in Cbu.rch or Siate. The decision has 
created 'a profound sensation in conse- 
qnonc&of its bearing on the Colonial 
Episcopate, showing that the Colonial 
churches can not bo independent of state 
control unless they cease to bo in union 
with tho Oharoh of England, and that 
a Bishop appointed by the Crown to a 
diooese oreated by the Crown carries 
with him the authority of the Crown^ 
and is himself subject to itj not what 
Ilif^h C'iiui(;li!>!uii want, nor what tho 
Culoniul (Jliurclios are likely to submit 
to long. Tlio (lefciulants, it is ihouijiit, 
have a dislincL right of action if they 
choose to mainliiin it ai^airi.st JJishop 
Qolenso for forleitiiii': his conlract 
rights by breaking faith with the 
Church in his horcHio.s- Mr Seward's 
letior LO Sir FriHiuriek Bruce, reieiriiii: 
to the Fenian |:i-isoiier-i uiuIlm' sentence 
of (loath in Camulii, in somewhat dif- 
ferently' viewed by the London journ- 
als, one of which liirriislies the follow^ 
ing trile hit : ' Scwai'd a<l<ls, that Ihf 
offence hoin^j; in this casn ''ciuiiiently" 
political, "sound policy coincides with 
tho beht impulses of a bonovolont 
nature in recomraeading tondernoss, 
amnesty, and forgiveness" (Mr. 
Seward's style is " eminently" itera- 
tive). Tho 2Ymes and Standard ap> 
pear to recommend a certain defer 
once to this piece of supererogatory 
ooansel on various grounds, ospocially 
as i-ogards the Times, that this is a 
more' electioneering document, that 
Mr. Johnson needs Irish votes, and is 
Ko wifio arnl niodcrale in his general 
jiolicy iliat we oii^ht to tako riiy on 
him and Jilay into hi.-f hands. Nd 
doubt it ii> a niear (ileoLionneriny nian~ 
<.i3uvre, and therofuro wu hope no at- 
tention wliatovor will bu paid to this 
piece of irrelevant tli|)luiiKic3'. Air 
Seward would iitive liaii^^ed — in(i(H!d, 
his Government expressed its inton« 
tion to hang — the Oonlctleriite raiders 
on St. Alban's Vermoat, in l8(Jl, if 
they could have caught them, wilhi 
out a moment's hc-iitation. Yet tkei/ 
had a commission from Mr. Davis, 
while the Fenians havo no pretence 
of belligerency. We fool no sort of 
desire to see tboao ignorant and mis- 
guidedyfporsons suffer, bat wo very 
much fear that sound polioy and jus- 
tice to tho peaceful Canadians require 
us to make an example of them. Any 
" tendcrneHh" .vhloh BhOuld Cause 
iinother such inroad would bo the 
worst cruelly. Al ail (iveiiln, JMr. 
Seward's despatch idiuuld ctnint, simp- 
ly for what it isj— Something intend- 
ed for Amoriouu voters to 



and English diplomatists to burn.' 
Tho grand moteorie flight, forotold by 
astronomers, it appears made a grand 
display in London and tho neighbor- 
hood ; no less than 270, many of thoin 
colored, and a few of great sizo and 
boauty, having boon visiblo in tho 
short space of fivo minutes. Tho 
Spectator thus quizzes tho coramonts of 
tho press on this colostial pyrotechny; 
'• Tho press has made great efforts to 
describe them, but pressure on tho 
brain, unliko pressure on tho t tmos- 
phore, does not soem-.t^ prpduoe in** 
candescence. We have marvelled over 
the most brilliant of those efforts in 
another column. But few of the 
newspapers escaped tho disastrous 
baldness which usually accompanies 
tho effort to be celestial. "Tho fiery 
drops have glided down the sky, and 
the prodiotions of soienco have been 
verified," wrote one of the more roti- 
cont, where the antistj-opho is clearly 
rather flat after such a strophe. 
Another was great upon a "cara- 
van ot starlets," ii phrase which 
suggoetH, huupily enough, camels, 
sand and diminutive stars ; but 
as there wore neither ciimols, nor 
sand, nor anj' jjerceptible differ- 
enco in size between the shooting 
Tatars and tho steady ones, it was 
rather ingeniously distracting than 
descriptive. With a delieato feeling 
for its true role, the Morning 8tar was 
more calm and dignified than any ot 
its penny contemporaries. It twinkled 
mildly at these meteoric compotitoi-s, 
avoiding all showiness and display." 
Of political news ihcre is a dearth in 
our exchanges. Public attention had 
been drawn to the remarks of Lord 
Dorb}' at the Alantiion House, favoring 
the policy of settling differences with 
the United Slates, which mot with the 
cordial support of tho Times ami 
Standard, tho official organs. Another 
journal, commenting on tho ^ubjoct, 
says ; " We can well afford to pay the 
Alabama claims biit and out, if it 
eoems fair that we should, but we can- 
not well afford to have tho samo dis- 
agreeable doubt hanging over the 
question for the future, and no se- 
curity that in future wars, Alabamas 
and Shonandoahs may not bo fitted 
out {lijuinst our commerco from ports 
in the United States, and oommis- 
sioncd without oven touching at any 
port roally belonging to tho enemy, 
if wo woro in fault in tho case of tho 
Alabama (as we very likely wore) wo 
were in fault only in llie same way in 
v/liich tlie United States were also in 
fault with Portugal forty years i\'^o. 
The mischief lies In the defective law 
of both countriiiS alike." Thero was 
a rumor that Lord (Jliel.Tisford may 
resign tho Lord Cliancellorship, and 
tako the place likely to be vacated by 
Chief Justice Erie, the Chief Jusiicc- 
ship of tho Cuii'.inon Pleas, in winch 
ease Sir Hugh Cairn.s would take tho 
Lord Ghaiicellor.-:hip. Thero was 
another rumor that Sir W. Bovill 
would sncoeed Chief Justice Erio, in 
which case some new man, probably 
Mr Brett, would have to be taken into 
favor, to fill up tho vacancy.

On theaigbt cfOelober 16lh, the clipper 
ship Result was discovered to be on fire. 
The vcBsel was placed on the berth for Lon- 
don, to sail on ttie 25[h October, and v.'as 
loading alongside the t^nndridgi! railway pier, 
at Meltiournu. She had in tier 200 toiin of 
copper ore and 300 tons of general cargo. 
Aa soon aa the lire was discovered, every 
euJeavor was made to lubdue it, but in an 
astonishing sh'ort time the ship was one mass 
ol lire. All the water supply had no eDcnt 
on the fire, and in a few hours the masts wont 
by tho bouril, the rigging being in a sheet ol 
fJimo. Hlio burred to tho water's edge. 

A great gale and flood occurred nt .Mel- 
bourne oiirly in October. Ihe Argus ol 
(be 11th says : 

In the neighborhood ol Richmond the 
Yarro rose very rapidly. From tho Sir 
Henry Bark'ey Hotel, in the Punt road, 
stretching away to tho Oremorno asylum, 
was one stioel of water, and some idea of the 
bight to which tho flood reached may bo 
gathered whan we meulion that tho Bieps of 
tho hotel were inundated. All round about 
Ihe neighborhood of Johnston street bridge, 
where ibo surrounding land is very elevated, 
the water from ibe river bad reached almest 
up to the floors of the houses, caused cnnsid- 
orablo alarm to the inmates. Tnu Plenty 
river and Iho Merri and Darebiii ciciilis aru 
higher than Ihey have been for a eoiiniderable 
time, while tlio Diamond Creek was yester- 
day rendered allogotlior impassable by reusuu 
of heavy Hoods- If all ilio tributaries be 
swollen to a liko extent, there is every reason 
to fear that we shall be vieited by heavy 
fl ooda. in the course of the next few daya. 
At ilcidelberg the market gardeners and 
occupiers of land in the immodiato vicinity 
of tlio Yarra have tuffered from tbo effects 
of tho gales. 

In Hubsnn's Bay the full forcn of Iho gale 
was felt. 'I ho rain fell in terrenia, and tho 
'remondous «oa which prevailed riiiidered it 
alil,ii::etlier impossible to hold commuuicu- 
tioii .Mth lbs vessels at anchor in tbe bay, 
in ciinJiMpienco of which oho or two crafts 
which arrived yesterdav could not be clear- 
ed !)y thee .-stoni - liou -e ollicor. The .-diip- 
ping lying on the Saiidridgo side of tho bay 
sustained considerable damage, as they were 
rjuce::sarilly exposed lo tbe full force of tbe 
gale. 

Incendiarism was rampant at Brisbane. 

On tho night of October llth four firea oc- 
eurrtii the lirst at 2 o'clock in I^eiclihardt 
.street, f^pring I lil Is, where iii.v Inui.ic.i were 
rapiiliy burnt down. Ttiey wern partially 
injured. Another lire, discovered at the back 
ot Queen street, was quickly got umler, but 
lor a time threatened immense deslruclioii 
property. Two bouses in different localities 
in South Brisbane were shortly afterwards 
seen to bo on fire, and were completely con- 
sumed. There is but little doubt that Iho 
lato fires have beoo tbo work of incendiaries, 
anil ihu Government basoQored a reward of 
£500 fur the apprehension ol the guilty 
parties. 

A dispatch dated Adelaide, October 6th, 
says: The Chief Secretary gives notice to- 
day of a series of resolutions to tho cfleot that 
it ia desirable to abandon tho Northern 
territory settleriiont, and to refund to pure 
chasBrs money paid by them for land. 

Haymaking is general on the plains. The 
crop is likely lo be very good. 

A despatch dated Sydney, October Sili, 
says : X. E. Threlkeld & Co., tbe large auc- 
tioneers of George street, have succumbod lo 
tbe present commercial pressure, and will 
assign their estate to three banks, who aie 
thn principal creditors. Their liabilities are 
said to amount XIOO.ODO. 

News baa been received of the desolation 
of the beautiful island of Nangaa by a lorri- 
fio hurricane on tdo 27lhot March last. 

Very favorable accounts continue to be 
received fiom the mining districts of Bal- 
lirat and Queensland. 

New Zealand. 

By way of Panama we have Auckland, 
New Zealand, dates of Nov. 3d : 

Tbe Southern Cross says : Since our last 

summary the war on tho west coast has con- 
continued wilti varying snoeess. O.i lhal 
occa.sion wo recorded the furpri:JO and cap • 
lute of a native villaao by ALijor McDaniiell 
and the colonial and native lorco under his 
command, tho loss to the natives being 25 
killed and severnl prisoners ; our loss being 
one killed nnd throe or foar wounded. Since 
ilien. Ilia E.xcellaQcy having aasuuisd tbe 
command in person, an attack was made on 
the Keteinar Pa, which fell to iis, wiib a loa-i 
to the nalivi.J ol 7 killed and H oi 11) iirison- 
ers, A concerted attack, in two d iviainns, 
was lo bo made on tho natives the ne.tt night, 
but it miscarried, (^apt. McDunoell, btottn r 
of tho Major commanding, having bci n 
mortally wounded by a shot from an outlying 
.Maoii piciiet. The force under bis commmd 
ro'.reatcd. We liavo not heard further from 
the west coast, but if a V'lry conceited attack 
is to be iibaniloued, owing to the wouiuiing of 
an ofiicer, the war ia not likely lo be soon 
brought to a close. 

On tho east coast, tho Hauliau fanatics inn 
vaded Hatvkos' Bay province, and took up n 
]) i?iiion in a strong po within u few inih: ;ol 
Xapier. Tlioy commenced eating the ■ luep 
(d ihi! HCttlerJ. The militia and Vi.lnnleerH, 
and about 200 liieiiilly natives, CDtiunaiuleil 
by Col. Whitmore and Donald .McLean, Sii" 
pcrintendent ol the province, advanced to 
the attack. A fldg ol truce, and u saminons 
lo burrender, were disregarded by tlio rebels. 
Alter an hour and a half of hard tigliting, 
the pii WU9 oammanded by our men, and 
when the garri.'inii was about lo tii; p'lt to the 
hwoid they lioi.stud a flag of truce. It was 
with diihuulty the friendly natives could be 
restiained from killing the prisoners. Filty- 
eight surrendered. Tlieio were 21 killed, 
and about on equal number wounded rf ilia 
natives. Our loss was two killed and nine 
wounded. Several expeditions hare been 
uiidurtaken siiici', but without result, except 
in one case, \vlieii eight of tho rebels were 
killed in a t-kirinish. 

Ill tlia Upper Waikato districts there are 
n ipieaiiant rumors ; but no defi.iito proof 
lhal ih-.! niitivrs mean to attack our cut-selllc" 
nirnts. I'ktoepl a good d.'al of grumbling in 
the North, on the suhjeot ol' p,iy , thu imlivea 
,irt! peaceably disfioseil. 

Too G. iii'r.il .V- :i:iiit)ly wni prorii!;no,l on 
the 8lh ol Octob-r. Thu Governor alterwurds 
leti for the seat of war on the West Uoaat. 

The Piovinoial Council had been summon' 
ed to meet on lha Pith ol November. 

There is no news ol iinportaoco in the 
province. The mineral rosonrci H of Auck- 
land are attraeliii;; a ijood deal (d iitti ininii. 
The Wangarei coal riiinn is lieini; woikiil 
with ooueidorablo buocubs by Henry VVuUoo, 
and thn coal is improving. Tbe Govurnineni 
is about to open tho Ku^'akawa (Hay of Is- 
luiiils) coal-field lo public oompotition ; but 
upon what ti mis wo cannot say at proaeut. 
Tho monthly retuiii ol gold from the Coro- 
mandel and K.ipanga claims is over 1000 
ounces. Ttiis provrs what may be done by 
jiid oious tnanagcmeul at Coroniandei. 
Thanks to Francis Wbilo, an old settler, thu 
iron ore of this iirovincu ia likely to Im 
utilized. It is found in largo quantities, and 
on Hineltiiig yicdds a fine, white giaiii iriiii, 
attracted readily tiy the rnagtiet. 'I'lie ore is 
loiiiid in places iioat water carriage and 
coal. The general ap|iearniice of the country 
is improving, and larj.'u breadths ol nuw 
land are boiog brought into oultivaliou. 
Labor is abundant, being in excess of ibc 
general requirements of tlie place.
